Mayor Armstrong was not in avery amiable frame of mind this morn- 
ing over the result of last night's meeting of the city council and he did not 
mince words in saying that municipal ownership had received a slap at the 
hands of the alderman in refusing to second the motion of Alderman McInnis 
for the appointment of a committee to look Into the feasibility of installing 
a gas plant and distribution system that the city would own and operato. 

ne maycr still insisted, as he did at the session last evening, that the 
matter should go to the people and whatever they wanted would be, good 
enough for the city. Aldarman MclInnis, who was siresent while Mayor Arm- 
strong gave his views on the subject, also expressed himself strongly in favor 
of letting the ratepayers decide whether they wanted municipal gas. 

Of tho four other aldermen interviewed by the Capital this morning 
only one declined to make a statement for publication, the exception being 
Alderman Moule. Alderman Hyndmon Is absent from the city, while Alder- 
men Grindley and Miller could not be found. Following are the interviews

The system of accounting in vogue in the various city de- 
partments was inaugurated at the instance of Commissioners 
Bouillon and Butchart last fall. Meantime the heads of depart- 
ments and bookkeepers employed under them have experienced 
no end of trouble in trying to keep their work anywhere near 
up to the standard. 

The city auditor says that if.the system is not.changed or 
something done to correct the present glaring imperfections he 
will be unable to complete his annual report by October 1. 
Other civic officials find themselves confronted with the same 
difficulties. Some of the departments have not been able to 
make a monthly report since the new system was started,
